On  the  avouinj  of  17  January  19^2  2/29  Battalion  wade  contact  with  the 
enemy  at  BuJcri  and  from  the  morning  of  18  January  the  battle  wan  at  it; 
height.  Cta  19  January  1942  we  Joined  up  with  S/19  Battalion  scue  littl 
distance  south  of  Balcri.  .‘From  Bakri  we  withdrew  to  iferit  Sulonfi,  wher> 
wo  were  hold  up  by  a  bridje  and  strong  Japanese  forces  defending  tho 
bridge#  ..e  wade  a  stand  there  from  the  mornin0  of  21  January  until  we 
were  captured  tho  folloirin^  duyf  and  we  hod  very  heavy  casualties. 

Tho  following  is  a  summary  of  tae  ha^penin^s  between  22  January  1942 
and  21  March  1942  inclusive.  I  do  not  Inow  the  names  of  the  Japanese 
responsible  and  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  Imowled^e  what  unit  it  was  that 
capturod  us  at  xhrit  Julon^,  but  I  havo  hoard  subsequently  from 
Col.  Inppe  that  it  was  tho  Japanese  Dnporial  Guards  Division!  theso 
soldiers  were  bi^er  than  the  usual  Japanese  soldiers. • 

1.  i-Iany  wen  comprising  A.I.F.  and  Indian  Army  soldiers  -  tho  wajorit 
soverely  funded,  some  of  whom  had  been  lyin^  in  truoka,  vans  etc.,  up 
to  four  days  with  nocescarily  limited  medical  attention  and  wero 
subjected  to  the  treatment  briefly  outlined  below  at  PGR  IT  oULGMG  by 

1.  J.A.  soldiers. 

2.  ifriot  to  the  olo3inj  in  of  IJa  soldiers  I  myself  had  been  wounded 
in  four  p  lac  os  making  ue  incepable  of  rnlld.n0  and  jreatly  restricting 
any  movement . 

(a)  a  bullet  through  the  left  lo^  below  the  knee  causing  a 
fracture. 

b)  shell  splinter  in  beck. 

c)  shell  splinter  in  outside  of  ri^ht  calf. 

(d)  sholl  splintor  in  rear  of  rijit  knee. 

3«  rIiie3o  soldiers  made  up  some  of  the  casualties  of  the  65  Fd  Bty 

(2/15  IU  Be0t.)>  4  A  TkBe^-t.i  2/19  Inf.  Bn»  2/2<)  Inf  Bn,  and  other 
units  of  the  45  Indian  Bde,  under  which  coiaaand  these  A.I.F.  forces 
had  been  placed.  These  soldiers  had  been  gathered  together  during 
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the  days  prior  to  and  including  the  22  jaiuory  1942,  and  were  by  1200 
hrs  22  jmuflry  1942  assembled  -  some  in  trucks,  othe: s  lying  about  in 
various  positions  (many  of  whom  because  of  rounds  had  been  unable  to 
tain  the  shelter  of  a  vehicle)  -  on  or  about  the  roadway  inwediately 
1'ORTI!  of  the  PAR  IT  SULOIG  Bridge, 

4e  Enemy  fire  of  all  types  continued  for  some  time  to  pour  in  from 
ull  directions  upon  the  vehicles  and  personnel  who  had  gathored  along 
a  short  section  of  the  road  after  an  order  h..d  been  given  for  all  troops 
who  were  uble  to  do  so  to  vacate  the  position.  Because  of  lack  of 
unwoundeu  soldi ors  and  scarcity  of  oTins  -nd  uia..unition  very  little 
retaliation  fire  rent  out  from  thi3  group  in  return  for  that  of  the  ene.i: 
another  officer  and  I  operated  for  as  long  as  aixjinition  was  available  a 
Bren  gun  from  beneath  a  utility  truck  in  order  to  in  some  way  add  to  the 
comparative  lac!:  of  fire  from  our  position  and  to  perhaps  lengthen  by  at 
least  a  short  period  the  time  when  the  enemy  would  inevitably  close  in  oi 
our  position,  and  tho;.«by  enable  those  who  had  been  able  to  get  away  to 
have  a  better  opportunity  of  travelling  a  fair  distance  before  the  japs 
had  use  of  the  road  und  were  able  to  push  forward  and  perhaps  prevent 
our  men  from  gaining  contact  with  our  forces  from  whom  we  had  been  cut 
off  for  several  days, 

5«  ,vbout  1430  hrs  all  firo  from  the  convoy  ceased  and  shortly  after¬ 
wards  from  all  directions  especially  'X&T  Japanese  soldiers  closed  in 
on  our  positions,  indications  amidst  much  unintelligible  yelling,  were 
made  for  our  personnel  to  assemble  ,:ut  u  point  :hst  of  the  road  and  over 
a  par it  which  by  the  side  of  the  rood, 

6,  soJue  of  the  fit  men  -of  whom  there  were  very  few  -  were  allowed 
to  assist  tha  more  unfortunate j  others  were  compelled  to  move  iuiaediutely 
to  the  assembly  point  and  remain.  This  as.  embling  was  a  slow  process  os 
many  were  incapable  of  movement-,  uen  were  lying  about  in  ull  directions. 
Some  dead,  many  seriously  wounded  who  had  been  unable  to  gain  any  shelter 
whatever  bein^  incapable  of  any  movement.  Other  unable  to  make  ouch 
process,  had  n.  nuged  to  crawl  or  dreg  themselves  to  one  of  the  many 
vehicles  und  there  lie  e:±austcd, 

7*  -The  following  are  some  of  the  acts  comitted  by  the  J.  panese  during 
the  process  of  -ssemblin^,  the  men, 

(a)  on  m-ny  occasions  a  jap  appro-chin^  u  wounded  man,  would  indicate 
for  him  to  move  along  with  tho  restj  however,  sometimes  the 
soldier  would  be  incapable  perhaps  of  uny  movement  whatever, 

Uron  failin^  to  do  as  the  Jap  indicated,  the  letter  would 
immediately  begin  yelling  und  mukiHo  sions  -  still  no  movement 
by  the  rounded  soldier  whereupon  he  would  be  bashed  about  with 
the  rifle,  kicked,  and  on  some  occasions  eventually  either  run 
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through  many  times  with  the  bayonet,  or  with  the  ril'le  close  to 
his  head  -  shot*  ^tiis  wuo  the  fate  of  a  good  m-ny  wounded  men.

(c)  ihe  fate  of  others  was  to  be  hurried  when  they  were  already 
moving  as  fust  as  thair  wounds  would  allow,  by  some  jups  using  a 
variety  of  aethods  -  some  kicking,  some  often  striking  rich  their 
riflos  and  other  times  rnny  produin^  the  men  with  their  bayonets. 

(d)  One  man  badly  wounded  in  the  chest  and  thigh  was  makin^  to 
the  bridge  very  3lonly  by  crawling  and  dreig^in^  himself  along  the 
ground,,  He  v/as  hit  several  tins  by  japs  but  was  incapable  of 
moving  faster.  *  jap  drove  his  bayonet  into  the  nan  and  made  as 
if  to  push  him  along  the  edge  of  tho  road.  The  rain  foil  lull 
len0th  face  downwards.-  whereupon  the  jap  thrust  in  his  bayonet 
several  times  and  then  left  him;  moving  off  to  so<as  other  unfort un- 
ate  who  would  also  be  brutally  treated  to  L£d:e  him  move  faster. 

(e)  A  Jap  came  to  ay  position,  lie  pushed  another  officer,  who 
wus  with  me  and  standing,  avay,  then  indicated  for  me  to  imve  also, 
I  pointed  out  that  I  was  unablo  to  do  so,  vhoreupon  he  began  kickii^ 
uej  but  even  knowing  whut  was  wanted  and  with  the  urge  to  avoid 
this  foul  treatment  ,  1  was  unable  to  stand 0  He  then  struck  ms 
several  tiias  with  his  rifle,  thei.  proddsd  me  with  his  bayonet, 
l/inally  he  let  the  officer  cone  bask  but  even  with  his  help  1  was 
unable  to  walk,  ny  left  lsg  being  useless  and  i.y  right  altogether 
too  painful.  The  japs  startod  scrouming  again  und  b%un  belting 
us  both  with  his  rifle  butt.  Eventually,  with  the  aid  of  another, 

I  managed  to  get  along  by  swinging  myself  on  their  shoulders. 

,hen  crossing  the  small  bridge  the  three  of  us  were  struck  many 
times  by  the  japs  on  both  sides. 

(f)  By  these  various  means  all  tho  prisoners  were  either  herded 
into  the  area  or  killed  by  shootin^  or  bayoneting,  or  left  dying 
on  the  road,.' 

fe)  Upon  approaching  the  bridge  over  the  parit  all  personnel  hud 
to  take  off  any  equipment  and  throw  on  the  road  watches,  pens, 
pencils  -  unything  visible  to  the  japs  oxccpt  clothing. 

OO  After  crossing  the  bridge,  almrst  everyone  being  hit  as  he 
did  so  with  a  rifle  by  one  or  al  1  of  the  japs  v/ho  were  on  both 
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eidee,  uli  prisoners  had  to  remove  their  clothing  except  their 
bootn  and  cocks  and  putties,  which  wus  tlroi.n  Into  a  heap,  The 
clothes  wore  thrown  umongst  tho  prieoners  after  a  considerable

S.  inny  Japanese  troops  were  by  this  time  movin*,  alon*,  the  road,  some 
on  foot,  others  on  bicycles  and  mamy  in  lorries  (both  j.p  and  civilians), 
Tiioy  were  halted  often  and  on  these  occasions  ;any  would  come  over  to 
h.ve  a  lool:  at  the  prisoners  -  ubout  1^0  nude  bodies,  unshaven,  dirty 
end  blood  clotted;  some  fresh  «nd  mny  reopened  by  movement  and  still 
bJocQin0  freely,  to  the  japs  the  prisone;  s  were  of  great  interest,  some 
showing  mirth,  others  ill  temper  una  wickedness;  many  hit  or  kicked  (or 
both)  and  punched  ur.d  prodded  men  with  bayonets,  often  if  possible 
kicking  where  c.  wound  lay  open,  and  so  great  w~s  their  satisfaction  upon 
any  visible  evidence  of  pain  that  the  dose  wt  s  often  repeatod,
